THE WONDER OF HIS LOVE 



W onder belongs to Christmas. That’s one 
reason Christmas makes a difference. For 
a few days each year we forget to take one another 
for granted. For a little while the brittle modern 
world stops trying to be sophisticated. A busy 
civilization takes the day off and yields to the 
wonder of this glad season. 

Poets and musicians, artists and preachers—all 
have sought to express the wonder of Christmas. 
Some have approached a description of its riches; 
no one has exhausted its splendor. Unequalled is 
that simple record of shepherds who came, and 
saw, and wondered. 

Their story is briefly told. Short was their jour¬ 
ney from the field of the flock to the city of David. 
To them came the shining declaration that God 
had kept His promise.
